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EVENTUALLY, SO WHY NOT NOW? 

Most of us realize that wc come to college for the purpose of 
getting and education, or at least to acquire a sufficiency of knowl- 
edge that will fit us for some more or less definite positions when 
we have graduated. To be an Arts student argues a certain love 
of letters, a faith in the value of culture and learing. Men in 
the Faculties of Medicine. Science. Law and Theology arc pie- 
paring themselves to take their places in the ranks of highly trained 
and specialized professions. And in every case, whether knowledge 
is being pursued for its own sake or as a preparation, its attain- 
ment cannot be effected without hard study and serious appli- 
cation. .Now wc all know this fact. There is not one undergradu- 
ate iïi this university who has not heard this and similar truisms 
repeated time after time; and. what is more, there is not one who 
- v '~âbes _ riot kno"\v"ïhat they arc true. 

However much the actions of a great many students may seem 
to indicate that they are students in name only, it cannot be doubted 
that they arc as fully aware of the need of hard study and is the 
most diligent readee of weightly Ames. They are always going to 
begin to do some serious work — next week, or after this or that 
activity has been brought to a completion. They tell you what a 
-J lot of studying they will have to do when they can find time to get 
■ e -">*ckjvr»vto it. But -most of them never can find the lime" Until the. 
"black shadow of c3:aminations hangs imminent. Then to see them 
- ^cramming away will show you that they realize the full value of 
serious study. But sometimes it is too late, and whether or not 
they are able to pull through, they "certainly have to work much 
harder than would have been necessary if they had devoted a little 

)■ time to systematic study throughout the year. Two or three nights 

a ' a week — and this should not, and need not, interfere with athletic 
and social activities — spent in going over your lecture notes, com- 
paring them with the text book, classifying and. arranging them in. a 
systematic manner will be found the best and easiest way of as- 
suring yourself of a good past. Of course it is possible to' get up 
a whole year's work by a month of heart-breaking cramming. We 
ourselves know from bitter experience. But it is~â~*risky thing to 
'attempt, and Uncertainly means more trouble, more, hard, work., and 
a far greater physical and mental strain than is necessary or de- 
sirable. - i 
In short: you've got to study eventually, and if eventually, 
Jj; why not now? It is easier, and what is vastly more important stilLl 
"! it has a much greater permanent value. "Hasty -cramming means 
quick forgetting, but regular study brings understanding.

The following Is an extract from a 
letter to Judge Surveyor of tile Fac- 
ulty of liaw. from .1. S. O'lirlen: 
which will be of interest to his many 
friends and McGIll students generality, 
".lack" O'Brien, It will be remembered, 
was for many years closely conneoted 
with' the "Dally". During his career 
through Arts '50 and I.iiw 'i'S ho held 
many positions. Finally on giadnat- 
ing in litw he was awarded the Mac- 
donald Scholarship and is now fur- 
ther persuing his study of Law nt the 
University of Dijon, in l'ranee. 

"As far as the Law course at tho 
University of Dijon is concerned, it 
appears to me to be similar to our 
course at McGIll In 'its general out- 
line with the addition of a few sub- 
jects, such as Political Economy, that 
are commonly found In the Arts cour- 
ses in Canadian universities. The 
system of instruction Is very much 
similar also, excepting that there is 
seldom a reference to leading: cases 
in order to illustrate difficult points;

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here as in everything else with which 
'i have come in contact in France. 
I The lectures which 1 have been fol- 
| lowing are almost all in the course 
; for the third year and it is seldom 
that the attendance exceeds ten stu-- 
dents. They are older on the average 
than the third year class a; McGill. 
all having spent some years either at 
war or in performing the obligatory 
military service. 

The students life is different from 
tha; which I have been accustomed 
to. When the lectures arc completed 
fcr the day there is not the opportuni- 
ty for the students to remain together 
ir the vicinity of the university. 
There- is a Students' Association, it is 
true, but the quarters provided are 
small, no; very attractive, at some 
distance from the univ»rsiiy. and are 
not patronized very much. The aver- 
age undergraduate may devote more 
time to his studies here — I really think 
he does— but in hie spare time spent 
with fellow students he is generally 
forced to have resort to one of the 
numerous cafes*. " There are ng games 
provided fot the students, no exercise. 
!n fact none of the university literary 
or athletic activities to which 1 have 
been long accustomed and which mark 
the greatest difference for me in my 
change from one university to the 
other. 

The student is naturally different 
from the Canadian student. To me 
he »eems to be more gay and yet more 
serious ti«on the undergraduate at 
ho.-ne, and J would include the French- 
Cuuadiau student with the others in 
Canada when 1 say that the student 
here is more serious. Inasmuch as 
the French -Canadien and the purely 
French student both have the J,-i.tin 
temperament they both seom to me to 
have the common attribute of gaypfrSH 
of spirit. The student in Fiance has 
a more mature outlook on life than 
either his French or Ivnglish brothers 
in Canada, however. The serlousno** 
of the position in which his country 
i« placed 8.1 the present time app*ors 
t'j present a problem that le personal 
to every undergraduate. Where?? 
the student in Ca.nade dUtcuases na- 
tional politics as a. more or Jens In- 
teresting paetlrae, the French fctu- 
dent deals with the ua.tiona.l problems 
as with affairs (hat aie of vital Im- 
port to himself, or, at least, that is 
the impression that / receive. Of 
course, the delicate financial position 
Of Fiance has bean felt moro by the 
Individuel than «Jiy atmller problem 
that, ha* ever been faced by the Can- 
adian Oovermneni . There is also the 
intense national feeling here that has 
not been fully doveloped In Canada."

ergy made him friande where ever 
lie went, His work Tereaultville i* 
especially deserving of praiae for 
liiare, within the short span of 
three montha he completely organ- 
iied and aat upon a firm founda- 
tion, the Sunday School. Hia great 
love for children, hia kindness and 
gentleneee towards them greatly 
aided him in thia work. 

His pleating personality, hi* re- 
ligious enthuiintm hi* general 
gocd'heartedner* and generosity 
around the college made Ivm the 
friend of every student.

WARM RECEPTION AT ANNUAL 
DINNER OF ARTS' STUDENTS 

Sir Arthur Curric Makes an Appeal in Regard to Hazing ■ 

Dr. Laing is Accorded Tremendous Ovation Late 



Arts Professor Honoured by Silent Tribute Dr. 

Eve and Other Notables Spoke Witticisms and 

Humour Characterize Speeches Large Crowd 

Attend Most Successful Banquet Held in Years 



Principal Sir Arthur Carrie ami Dr. 
Gordon .1. Uiing, ex-Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Ali», wore the two outstand- 
ing speakers at the annual Arts din- 
ner, which was held last ni.ehl in the 
ball room ol the Union. It \vas 
generally conceded hj those present 
, — and the number totalled over one 
hundred and fifty*— that the event 
was the most successful of its kind 
ever held in the faculty and enthusi- 
astic comments were heard on every 
. side. Dr. Laing, who was the guest 
of honour for the evening-, was warm- 
ly welcomed by ihc students with 
whom he was so recently associated 
in his official capacity -as Dean and 
during the course of a brilliant speech 
he expressed his deep regret at leav- 
ing McGill. saying "1 have missed you 
all terribly." The Drtnclpnl. who re- 
sponded to the toast to the Alma 
Mater, emphasized the necessity of 
finding a solution in the problem ql 
freshmen initiation. "1 do think that 
this is gone a little too far", claimed 
the Principal and asked the under- 
graduates to think over the matter, 
saying: "1 appeal to y on men because 
you are the ones who can stop it." 

.Before the toast program was oom- 
•moneod, the chairman asked those 
.present to rise and pay a "silent tri- 
•bino to the memory of the late Pro- 
lessor Paul T. Lufleur, whose remains 
tverc buried m Luxor on .Sunday. The 
gathering stood up and in a moment 
of silonce remembered one who hail 
laboured incessantly for McGill dur- 
ing a period of nearly thirty-eight 
years and who was one of the most 
popular professors in the Vacuity. 

Several members of the faculty 
.were present, as well as three rep- 
resentatives o; sister universities, 
namely Mr. Harry Guy. of Toronto. 
Mr. C. D. T. Mundell. of Queen's, 
and XL. Mousscau. of i lit» University 
or Montreal. C. T. Teakle, of Arts '-i. 
was toastmasler ami handled his 
duties well. The catering was han- 
dled by the Union Cafeteria, undo: 
the direction of Mr. Honnegar. and a 
very delectable menu was offered, 
which -.vas pleasing to even the most 
fastidious tastes. 

Dr. Laing Given Oration. 
When Dr. Gordon J. Daing rose to 
deliver the principal address of the 
evening, lie was greeted by a re- 
markable ovation and it we s easily- 
seen that though he has been absent 
:from tills university for several 
months, his popularity has by no 
means decreased. And before he had 
concluded his speech he was even 
more popular than over. Leaving 
here with the opening of the present 
session Dr. Laing returned to Chicago 
.University where he is now Dear, in 
the Faculty oi Graduate Studies. 
The Arts dinner committee was very 
fortunate, however, in having' him as 
guest last night uud those who knew 
him before were extremely glad to 
■set him present. Dr. Laing opened 
his address, saying "I have missed 
you all terribly." He went on to 
ntate his deep regret at having to 
sever his connections with McGill, 
drawing special attention to that in- 
tangible something that binds this 
University and her graduates so cloue- 
jly together. He also expressed, as 
he only can with his keen humour, 
.considerable astonishment at the liber- 
ality of the students In inviting pro- 
fessors to their banquets for he was 
under the impression thai undergra- 
duates might see enough of their lec- 
turers without having them at their 
social functions. .Many portions of 
the Doctor's speech vibrated with de- 
lightful witticisms and clever hum- 
our and once again he proved a mas- 
ter in the art of relating anecdotes.

Students should no; despise those 
who have no! an education but they 
should see that they get something 
ou I nf the education they themselves 
inve. And finally. Dr. Laing plead- 
i ed for examination? on the subject, 
not merely on the course, and asked 
bis listener? to make the most or that 
portion of their oo'.lege career? which 
is outside the classroom, for "discus- 
sion is the thing" and "the greatest 
part of an education como? from the 
informal side." 

Criticises Haiing. 

Sir Arthur Cut-rie, the Principal, in 
replying 10 tht toast to the Alma 
Mater, which was ably proposed by 
L. C. Tombs, opened by welcoming 
Dr. Laing- back to McGill. although 
only for ..i few day?. The Principal 
then mentioned the heavy losïcs which 
the Faculry of Arts hBd sustained 
during the past few months by death?, 
retii-ements arta departures, mention- 
ing among other? Professor Sandwell. 
who has gone to Queen's: bP. Hick- 
son, wbo has retired: and Acting- 
Dean Harknes? and Professor Ls- 
fleur, both of those brilliant scholars 
dying recently. 

Tht PrincipaJ then dwelt at some 
length on the value of *a Ant edu- 
cation and tht recognition it i» re- 
ceiving in business circle* of to-dsy. 
He then proceeded to the problem of 
hazing during the upenlng of ih* ses- 
sion, saying "Somebody hat got to 
say sometime that this must stop." 
Sir Arthur asked the students them- 
selves to find the solution and though 
he believed that traditions should be 
cherished, he mentioned that the pres- 
ent form of initiation has by no mean*- 
always been In vogue here. "I main- 
tain that anything that makes a man 
iost his self-respect is of no value," 
said Sir Arthur and he emphatically! 
thought that the present mode of initi- 
ation fall into this category. He be- 
lieved that the disquieting influences 
of the first few weeks were respon- 
sib! for at leant some failures and 
advocated a removal of the present 
methods, suggesting the substitution 
of such plans as are can-led out in 
some of the better American univer- 
sities and in England. 

The toast to the Faculty of Arts 
was proposed by A. <J. Nairn, who 
spoke of the professors as members 
of a very high calling.. Dr. A. S, 
Eve responded and brought, forth 
plenty of smiles by his special brand 
ol humour. 

J h a light velu, it. V. Fortuite pro- 
posed the toast to the Professors and 
Prol essor W. T. Waugli replied, 
pointing oui that after all professors 
and students were the two greol es- 
sentials for a university. Even the 
janitor might be eliminated.

virtue they displayed when they sub- 
scribed to foreign missions or sent a 
turkey to a poor family at Christmas. 

"In those days, now passed away, 
the town used to have rival weeklies, 
one conservative and the other liberal, 
and each party 'helpod' its own pa- 
per. It sometimes happened that il a 
grit merchant wore to advertise in 
the tory paper it was resented as an 
act of treachery to his own party, 
and resented also by political oppou- 
onts as a somewhat sneaky endeavor 
to palm oft' grit merchandise on un- 
suspecting conservative customers. It 
would be agreed by local opinion that 
a nmn got nowhere by resorting in 
sinuous methods. In most towns, 
thousli, the leading merchants took 
largo space in the party paper, and 
put a smaller advertisement, which 
was seldom chanced, in the rival 
journal. 

"The notion thai a merchant • ad- 
vertised out nf tho goodness of his 
heart in order in liolp the newspaper, 
and ought therefore m have some- 
thing to say about. th.< policy ul the 
editor, used to prevail widely, line 
hears little oi it nowadays, except 
from persons who know nothing nf 
the tacts. An advertiser advertises 
beca.use it. increases his business, and 
if he stops advertising bis business 
decreases. It Is as simple as that and 
as easily demonstrable, But thirty pi' 
forty years ago there was a kind nf 
advertising done which, probably, did 
lint pay Ihe advertiser very well. .v. 
merchant would write one advertise- 
ment for the local paper and let it 
run all summer, ami number which 
would run all winter. It snivel about 
ah useful a purpose as a signboard. 
When tho pa per came uiu eaoh week 
(his HdVcl HseuuMit showed that this 
itvcrchuiit si ill kepi store, although 
it showed, little iiioro than fhiit.i K 

gave un news of his business, no hint 
Hint he was doing nnylliilè he, hadn't 
always been doing winter and sum- 
mer.
